The blue language in the 
legislative precinct attributed 
recently to Premier Barrett is 
the subject of a letter to B.C. 
clergymen by Socred MLA 
Harvey Schroeder, himself a 
minister with the Christian 
Missionary Alliance. 

Schroeder, member for 
Chilliwack, said Thursday he 


sent the letter to clergy of all 
major denominations in the 
province asking them to tell 
their people that there still are 
many members in the 
legislature who respect 
parliamentary dignity. 

He said he didn’t know 
exactly how many letters had 
been sent but thought they 
numbered about 2,000. 


In the letter he spoke of “at 
least two instances of the use 
of grossly indecent language 
by the highest ranking officer 
of the province.” 

The first, he said, occurred 
in an exchange between the 
premier and “certain law- 
abiding, peace-loving citizens 
of the agricultural segment of 


society.” The second, he 
added, occurred in an out¬ 
burst directed at a woman 
member of the press gallery 
in the Legislative Buildings. 

“I feel a sense of respon¬ 
sibility to apologize for this' 
sort of abuse, since I am a 
member of this same 
legislative assembly. 


“This sort of conduct can 
scarcely be condoned at the 
lowest level of verbal in¬ 
terchange. How, then, can it 
find place in the highest office 
of the land?” 

Schroeder wrote that he 
strongly objected to “this kind 
of abuse” and urged the 
clergymen to pass his ob¬ 


jection along to their 
congregations “lest they come 
to believe that all persons 
charged with the respon¬ 
sibility of government might 
stoop so low. Integrity and 
dignity are still subscribed to 
by many of us. We recom¬ 
mend the same practice to all 
British Columbians.”

STUDY TO HIT HOME 


The Capital Region Board is going to ask 
Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation to 
finance a five-month study of housing needs 
within the district. 

The board’s planning department, 
estimated the cost of such a study between 
$18,000 and $25,000. 

The purpose of the study would be to 
“provide information on housing needs so 
that resources of government, business and 
non-profit agencies can be utilized to best 
advantage,” planners reported. 

Social Planning Director Garth Homer said 
the study would likely to undertaken by a 
group of temporary employees working with 
the district’s planning department. 


The group would study existing housing 
and land supply and estimate available 
acreage between now and the year 2001. The 
costs of buildings over the next five years 
would also be estimated. 

Various public resources, such as 
provincial government mortgages, land 
assembly and development, senior citizens 
housing programs and National Housing Act 
programs would be included. 

The group would also analyze “the 
residential development process in 
metropolitan areas.” 

Various types of homes and families would 
also be included in the study. 

Homes said he is not aware of such a study 
being conducted by other regional districts.

was for all ranks in the armed 
forces to be those used in the 
army. 

But naval ranks continued 
to be used under certain 
circumstances, mainly on 
ships at sea 

So a man with an in¬ 
tegrated-services rank pf 
captain would be a lieutenant 
cn a ship. Also an officer who 
was in the navy before in¬ 
tegration could apply to retain 
his naval rank. 

The result was that officers 
were in many cases known by 
two ranks — naval at sea and 
army when ashore. 

Now everyone serving in the 
naval forces will be known by 
his naval rank. 

There was never a case of a 
general or some such rank 
actually operating on the 
bridge of a ship but under 
integrated ranks admirals 
became generals when they 
moved from the coasts to 
positions in Ottawa. 

An armed forces spokesman 
in Victoria said the reversal to 
naval ranks only will bring the 
Canadian naval forces in line 
with most other nations.

An application for rate 
increases averaging 4 per cent 
for residences and 9 per cent 
for business telephones has 
been made by B.C Telephone 
Company to the Canadian 
Transport Commission. 

In its first application since 
1971, B.C. Tei is asking for 
increased long distance and 
installation charges as well as 
the hike in the monthly rate. 

Increases in monthly rptes 


for residence phones would be 
up to 90 cents.

But in some cases, the 
proposed new schedule would 
decrease residential rates as 
much as 70 cents. 

Rate changes for business 
phones would vary from an 
increase of $5.10 a month to a 
decrease of $1.70 a month. 

Victorians would pay $5.75 a 


month for a home phone, 20 
cents more than at present. 

Biggest rate increases 
would come in outlying ex¬ 
changes, such as White Rock 
or Sooke, that have toll-free 
calling into larger centres 
such as Vancouver or Vic¬ 
toria, said B.C. Tel. 

Thus the monthly rate for a 
home phone in Sooke would 
rise from $6.05 to $6.65, while 
rates in Duncan would drop 
from $4 95 to $4.85. 


B.C. Tel is proposing to 
begin its evening long 
distance discount rate at 5 
p.m. instead of 6 p.m. 

Long distance rates for the 
first three minutes of calls 
more than 30 miles away 
would go up five cents for 
operator-dialed station-to- 
station calls, and 10 cents for 
person-to-person calls. 

Directly-dialed calls bet¬ 
ween 30 and 175 miles away 


will cost a cent a minute more 
after the first minute. 

B.C. Tel has applied to raise 
installation charges from $10 
to $15 for residential sub¬ 
scribers and from $15 to $25 
for business subscribers. 

Extension phones installed 
at the same time as the main 
one will cost $3 extra; at 
present they are installed free 
of charge. 

G. F. MacFarlane, com¬ 


pany vice-president, ex¬ 
plained the new installation 
rates by saying that since the 
rates were fixed in 1971 the 
company has absorbed three 
wage increases totalling 25 
per cent. 

The company application, if 
approved by the transport 
commission after public 
hearings, would produce $15 
million in additional revenue 
in 1975, said B.C Tel president 
J. Ernest Richardson. 


secretary John Fryer said the 
demands are set out in a 250- 
clause union proposal made at 
a three-day initial bargaining 
session this week with the 
Public Service Commission, 
the government’s negotiating 
agency. 

“As an agreement covering 
more than 30,000 people, this 
will be the biggest union

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Sharp rise in fuel prices forecast 


Gasoline prices in B.C. will 
likely rise by almost 10 cents a 
gallon within the next two 
weeks as a result of this 
week’s federal-provincial 
agreement raising the 
wellhead price of crude oil 
from $4 to $6.50 a barrel 

The new price agreement, 
which takes effect Sunday and 
will remain for at least 12 
months, will mean an increase 
of 7.5 to 8 cents per gallon on 
the ..holesale price of 
gasoline. 

Retail dealers will 
presumably pass the increase 
on to their customers and 
include the average markup 


of 20 per cent, bringing the 
total increase to 9 or 9.6 cents 
per gallon. 

(Premier Barrett, earlier 
this week, said the B.C. 
government will “consider 
policies” to protect motorists 
from gasoline price increases. 
Although he did not elaborate, 
it is believed there may be a 
reduction of the 13-cents a 
gallon provincial sales tax.) 

Barry Sleigh, president of 
the B.C. Petroleum 
Association representing 
major oil companies, said he 
expects a lag of up to two 
weeks before any gasoline 


refined at the new price is sold 
at retail pumps. 

He said it takes about six 
days for the oil to pass through 
the pipeline, two or three days 
to refine and several more 
days'to reach the pumps. 

Sleigh also said the crude oil 
price increase will affect 
furnace oil. stove oil and 
diesel fuel. 

“The general pattern will be 
about the same” in terms of 
price increase to the con¬ 
sumer, he said. 

Lloyd Kinneard, secretary- 
manager of the Automotive 
Retailers Association, rep¬ 
resenting about 1,500 retail 


gasoline outlets in the 
province, said he does not 
expect retailers to raise prices 
until they use up supplies 
ordered before the new oil 
price takes effect. 

The new federal-provincial 
agreement establishes a 
single national price for 
domestic and imported oil. 

Prime Minister Trudeau 
noted that while the domestic 
price increase is “sub¬ 
stantial,” the new “single 
price” is about $5 a barrel 
lower than the world price. 

The oil-producing provin¬ 
ces, Alberta and Saskat¬ 
chewan, will receive a large 


increase in oil revenues, and 
the import-dependent Eastern 
provinces will get an 
estimated $100 million or 
more in federal grants under 
the national revenue 
equalization plan 

The agreement to peg the 
domestic crude oil price at 
$6.50 a barrel has met with 
mixed reaction. 

Premier Peter Lougheed of 
Alberta, an outspoken op¬ 
ponent of federal price fixing 
of oil, said he agreed to the 
price only after Ottawa 
threatened to settle the 
problem with legislation. 

New Democratic Party 


leader David Lewis said he 
was pleased an agreement 
had been reached but he 
feared further rises in the cost 
of living. 

Spokesmen for the 
Canadian Petroleum Asso¬ 
ciation expressed satisfaction 
with the new price but in¬ 
dicated the prize freeze of the 
past several months “was too 
long to enable Canadian crude 
oil to find its own price level" 
through supply and demand 

At the B.C legislature this 
week. opposition parties 
called on the government to 
take steps to reduce the im¬ 
pact of price increases 


Liberal leader David An¬ 
derson said the government 
should reduce its 13-cents 
sales taft on gasoline to offset 
the expected increase. 

“Gasoline and oil prices will 
be going up in the future," he 
said. “There is nothing any 
government can do about that 

“What is important is that 
these price increases do not 
lead to social and economic 
dislocations which could be 
avoided by a flexible gasoline 
tax policy. 

Social Credit energy critic 
Ed Smith. MLA for North 


Peace River, said the 
government should use its 
“windfall profits from the 
export of natural gas” to 
cushion the effect of gasoline 
price hikes. 

Smith also urged the 
government to roll back 
natural gas prices to their 
level of six months ago. 

"We are onfe of the few 
provinces which can afford it. 
The revenue is certainly there 
and the government should 
use it to wipe out the increases 
in gasoline and natural gas,” 
he said.

Restaurant men will tell 
you that it's hard to find waitresses w ho can shake the idea that 
the job carries a social stigma. The male waiter, on the other 
hand, is more inclined to see it as a challenging and satisfying 
vocation in which he can take pride.

The woman who treats a 
waitress or a salesgirl as a servant and who is excessively 
demanding is not at all uncommon 

Women are often thoughtless and tactless for this reason. A 
covey of matrons, lunching together, chattering away while the 
waitress waits, fuming, is a familiar sight. So if the gal gives the 
next male diner a little better service it could well be revenge. 

Madge suggests that tipping may have something to do w ith 
it.

And here’s a natural project for activists of any age: Picket 
lines in front of the homes of those who decry the pap on 
television through the year but never miss the trappiest 
program of all. the Oscars. Isn't that a crime — people 
sloughing off a belief and enjoying themselves! 

Speaking of crimes, how about that awful streaking? All 
that counts to some people is that it might offend. Never mind 
that it shows a sense of liberation and a sense of humor or that, 
like hockey or Oscars or skimpy attire, the offended can turn the 
other way. 

An argument could be made that there is far too much 
loving of life and nowhere near enough giving a damn. Some 
people go through their entire existences arguing that and not 
all of them are hot-line broadcasters or newspaper columnists.

Hydro made error 

A B.C. Hydro official has admitted the company made 
an error in judgment in selling its old Jordan River 
generating station for scrap to a Seattle company. 

Lyle Beard. Hydro's financial division manager, told 
the legislative public accounts committee this week that 
the sale was "the wrong decision."

Newell Morrison in the committee meeting after it was 
earlier criticized on the floor of the house.

Sanford protests 
N-warheads 


The storage of nuclear warheads at Comox Canadian 
Forces Base is being strongly protested by Comox NDP MLA 
Karen Sanford. 

She urges that the weapons be removed immediately and 
has called on all B.C. residents to protest “en masse” against 
their presence. 

Defence Minister James Richardson confirmed earlier this 
week that nuclear warheads are being stored at three Canadian 
bases under joint control of American and Canadian armed 
forces — at Comox. Bagotville, Que., and Chatham, N.S. 

Sanford said she is concerned about who has control over 
the w eapons because of the presence of the U.S. contingent. 

And as long as the weapons remain here. Canada has no 
credibility in the world as a peacemaker, she added. 

The weapons are allowed in this country under a North 
American Air Defence Command (NORAD) agreement, which 
was recently renewed for two years.

Procrastination of Greater 
Victoria School Board in 
seeking a site for a new 
elementary school in north 
Gordon Head may double the 
cost of land for both a school 
and adjoining municipal park 
playing field. 

Saanich planner Tom Loney 
told council’s lands and 
planning committee this week 
he had been after the school 
board for five years to acquire 
a site north of Feltham, “and 
now this is the only one left,” 
he said, referring to 6.06 acres 
at Torquay and Ash. 

Adjoining it are 4.1 acres 
with frontage on Ash that are 
proposed as a park, which 
Loney said would depend on 
prices to be negotiated. A 
three-acre park had been 
suggested Similar land in 


1969 sold for about $25,000 an 
acre. 

According to current in¬ 
formation and appraisals, the 
price of one segment of the 
park parcel is now placed by 
the real estate company which 
owns it at $96,000, or about 
$46,000 an acre. 

Recent sales in the area 
have been as high as $50,000 
an acre, although an in¬ 
dependent appraiser told the 
school board the proposed 
school site had a current value 
of $28,000 an acre. 

Mayor Ed Lum observed: 
“Prices are going up by the 
month.” 

The municipal land com 
missioner will report back to 
the committee on prospective 
prices of the whole site before 
further steps are taken. 


Aldermen snag 
library budget 


In an eleventh-hour move, 
Victoria city council has 
thrown a monkey wrench into 
the machinery for approving 
the Greater Victoria Library 
Board’s 1974 budget. 

A motion approved by 
council this week calls on the 
board to cut its budget in¬ 
crease from 18 to 12 per cent. 
Aid. Tom Christie, who 
* presented the motion, termed 
the increase “excessive.” 

Mayor Peter Pollen said if 
the city’s own budget had 
risen as rapidly as the library 


board’s budget in recent 
years, “we would now be on 
the verge of a citizen’s revolt 
or bankruptcy." 

Saanich, Central Saanich 
and Oak Bay have already 
approved the library budget. 

City manager Jim Bramley 
told council it had until April 1 
to object to the budget, and the 
board had five days after that 
in which to agree or disagree 
But after that period the board 
could still “call the shots” in 
pushing the budget through. 


Heritage label

By a 6-3 vote this week, 
Victoria city council passed a 
bylaw to designate 13 old 
buildings on Wharf Street as 
heritage structures. 

The action was taken 
despite protests from several 
of the property owners af¬ 
fected that council was acting 
too hastily, without having 
fully examined the economic 
implications of heritage 
designation. 

The owners, at an informal 
public hearing preceding 
council’s regular meeting, 
repeated concerns they had 
voiced at an earlier hearing 
that property values might be 
adversely affected by such a 
move. 

Heritage designation means 
the buildings concerned 
cannot be demolished or 
altered externally at the 
owners’ discretion.

visory Committee, gave an 
assurance that redevelopment 
on the sites could still take 
place, however, provided the 
designated buildings were 
retained. 

He said council was quite 
prepared to be flexible in its 
approach, and the mere 
passing of the bylaw didn’t 
imply a “burning of bridges.” 

Mayor Peter Pollen told the 
hearing he had been ap¬ 
proached informally by the 
provincial government on the 
question of designating Wharf 
Street as a historic site under 
provincial statute which, he 
warned, would involve much 
tighter restrictions than a 
municipal bylaw. 

Only Aid. Tom Christie, Aid. 
Clyde Savage and Aid. Percy 
Frampton voted against final 
passage of the bylaw, which 
must be approved by the 
provincial cabinet before it 
becomes effective. 


The provincial parks branch 
is studying a proposal to make 
25 miles of shoreline between 
Jordan River and Port 
Renfrew a provincial park. 

The proposed west coast 
strip would vary in depth 
between 660 and 880 feet and 
includes sandy beaches, 
sandstone terraces, sea caves, 
waterfalls which plunge into 
the sea and spectacular bluffs. 

The proposal is based on a 
study prepared by Ethel 
(Pepper) McLeod of Victoria 
Sierra Club, and Rick 
Careless, former president of 
the conservation organization. 

“It’s an excellent report,” 
said Lloyd Brooks, deputy 
minister of recreation and 
conservation. “The parks 
branch will give it serious 
consideration as preservation 
of the island's shoreline is a 
serious problem.” 

The report states the 
shoreline “includes some of 
the finest recreational 
potential to be found on 
Vancouver Island, and cer¬ 
tainly rivals the West Coast 
Life Saving trail for scenic 
variety.” 

A trail would be established 
along the coast running from 
Jordan River to Port Ren¬ 
frew. Parking areas would be 
provided at fairly frequent 
intervals along the route. One 
exists at China Beach. 

The old telegraph line and 
trail established by the 
federal government in 1889 
wa* constructed along this 
Same route, connecting 
Victoria to Port San Juan and 
eventually to Bamfield by the 
way of the well known West 
Coast Trail, now part of 
Pacific Rim National Park. 

Little of this early, original 
part of the telegraph trail 
remains, as the lush west 
coast vegetation has 
overgrown most of it. 

Many Victorians already 
are making use of the semi- 
wilderness shoreline as easy 
access to the strip is provided 
by the west coast road which 
runs closely adjacent to the 
coastline most of the way to 
Port Renfrew. 

People walk down the creek 
beds from the road to picnic or 
walk along the coast. The strip 


would take in Sombrio Beach, 
already a popular 
recreational area. Other 
areas heavily used on 
weekends are Mystic Beach, 
Botany Bay and China Beach. 
The latter is a provincial park. 

Preservation of the coastal 
strip was suggested three 
years ago to Herb Bruch, 
former Social Credit MLA, but 
he was opposed to such a 
scheme. 

The land along the coast is 
owned by the crown, logging 
companies and a few private 
individuals. 

The report notes “although 
the area is primarily in tree 
farm licence there is little 
conflict foreseen with the 
forest resource as the area is 


narrow and in many areas to 
steep to harvest.” 

It also observes a network of 
rough trails exists, and these 
could easily be linked to the 
beaches, in some places, 
possibly utilizing the historic 
telegraph trail to provide a 
scenic trail 25 miles long. 

In stressing the need to 
preserve the coastline, the 
report observes that 60 per 
cent of the island’s population 
lives on the lower island and 
no large parkland is available 
to them for weekend use. 

“The west coast strip 
satisfies this need as it can 
easily be reached in lVfe hours 
from downtown Victoria via 
the west coast road,” it states. 
“Shoreline preservation now 
is desirable but for future 
generations it is essential.”

Rockland homeowners 
should be concerned with all 
of Greater Victoria and 
shouldn’t barricade them¬ 
selves in a sacrosanct area, 
Victoria Mayor Peter Pollen 
told a meeting of the newly- 
formed Rockland Area 
Association at the Art Gallery 
Tuesday night. 

“Where were you people 
during the rape of James Bay 
and downtown Victoria? 1 
didn’t see you people then,” he 
said. 

Pollen called Rockland the 
“most restricted single family 
area of the city." 

He later said that Uplands, 
where he lives, “Took the 
power out of Oak Bay council” 
and made that area 
sacrosanct. 

He apparently was 
referring to a special bylaw 
passed about 30 years ago by 
Oak Bay council which limited 
zoning in the Uplands to single 
family dwellings. 

Aid. Alf Hood and Aid. Mike 
Young were the only other 
members of council who at¬ 
tended the meeting. Hood 
lives in the Rockland area 
Young lives on St. Charles but ( 
outside the area. 

Pollen told the group that 
Victoria, over the years, had 
largely been governed from 
the Rockland area. 

The spoiling of James Bay 
and the downtown area was 
caused by short-sighted 
people from the Rockland 
district who over the years 
were responsible for city 
government, he said. 

“Therefore,” he added, “I 
beg you to be sensitive to the 
overall area of Greater 
Victoria.” 

“If the Saanich Peninsula 
becomes one great mass of 
hideous urban sprawl from 
here to Swartz Bay, it will hit 
Rockland, too.” 

He outlined what council 
had been trying to do in 
making Victoria a more at¬ 
tractive place to live. He 
spoke of limiting density in the 
downtown area, curtailment 
of billboard advertising and 
beautification of the Inner 
Harbor. 

“And I suppose it’s no secret 
that the city is trying to buy 
the Reid Centre to get that 
monster out of the area.” 

The mayor said people were 
privileged to live in the 
Rockland area. “With the 
lieutenant-governor for a 
neighbor, who could ask for 
anything more?” 


He said he saw Rockland as 
an area of beautiful homes but 
also of beautiful small 
hospitals, beautiful boarding 
houses and beautiful day-care 
centres. 

“And I think there is room 
for innovative housing. 
There’s no room for 90-suite 
apartment blocks or 10-storey 
apartment blocks. But there is 
room for fresh, innovative 
housing.” 

He said people would 
probably conjure up Burnside 
Gardens “which had been 
perpetrated on the lower 
classes” and “all the horrors 
of James Bay ” 

But there is room, he con¬ 
tinued, for townhouses of 
extremely high quality and 
high cost. 

Pollen warned that, with the 
provincial government’s new 
taxation regulations, property 
will be developed quickly. 

He said there was an ap¬ 
plication before council to 
subdivide the controversial 
Harry Haig property into 11 
lots. “We’ve hesitated in 
passing this,” he explained, 
“Because the frontage is too 
small on three lots and some 
homes would be too close to 
the perimeter.” 

But he said he thought it was 
a place for “tasteful, high- 
quality housing.” 

Asked about design of 
buildings, he said there is no 
way of legislating good taste. 
The city’s design panel, which 
has volunteer members from 
the architectural community, 
studies building projects from 
the design aspect and passes 
its recommendations to 
council but there is no way of 
imposing design concepts. 

Asked if there is any way of 
keeping out highrises, the 
mayor answered “very 
definitely, if you people don’t 
like highrises in your area.” 


Asked what definite cur¬ 
tailment there is in the area, 
Pollen said it was “the most 
rigidly restricted in zoning in 
the Victoria area.” 

Aid. Young told the meeting 
that Rockland is the only area 
exclusively defined by its 
zoning, “But it does not 
exactly define the character 
of the area.” 

The city’s 1970 Rockland 
study was referred to several 
times and Young said it was 
being looked at as a start. 
“What we do with it is up to 
the people in the area.” 

“We have to do something 
with property on the border 
that is in dereliction,” he said. 
“It is subject to the dynamics 
of the change of time and will 
destroy the area if you adopt 
an inflexible attitude because 
eventually it will decay, it will 
die.” 

The mayor interjected that 
Carberry Gardens was not 
exactly “pristine” and 
perhaps could be developed 
for townhouses. 

Young urged homeowners 
to retain the area as a 
residential area and not to 
neglect it. 

The subject of design came 
up again and Pollen said, 
aside from setback and other 
limitations, council had no 
legal power to tell a man what 
he could build. 

As far as that goes, he ad¬ 
ded, he hadn’t seen a decent 
townhouse in Greater Victoria 
yet. 

One of the ugliest was on 
Satellite in Oak Bay, he went 
on. 

“It’s usurping the 
foreshore,” he said. “One 
great long mass of $100,000 
condominiums. If that’s 
progress . . . God knows.” 


B.C. renting offices 
at $278,000 a month 


The profcdntial government 
is paying more than $278,000 
monthly for leased and rented 
office space in Victoria and 
Vancouver. 

During a question period in 
the legislature, Public Works 
Minister Bill Hartley said the 
government is paying $108,751 
a month for offices -in Van¬ 


couver and another $169,478 
for Victoria offices. 

Average monthly cost is 34 
cents per square foot. 

Answering another 
question, Hartley said that 
from Sept. 15, 1972 to Jan. 31, 
1974, the government spent 
$2,177 million on renovation of 
the legislative buildings. 


Drug cases leap but crime down 


Xhe rate of crime in the city 
decreased in 1973, but an 
escalating number of drug 
offences has negated any 
advantages, Victoria police 
department’s annual report 
states. 

Released this, week, the 
report indicates that the 228 
per cent increase in crime 
during the last 10 years was 
only slightly reversed by the 
drop to 7,527 reported offences 
last year. The total in 1972 was 
listed at 7,671. 

The value ol property stolen 
last year, however, hit a high 


of $504,659, compared with 
1972’s reported losses of 
$455,912.44. 

Sexual offences, thefts and 
impaired driving charges 
were also up in 1973, bringing 
the incidence of impaired 
driving charges up by 100 per 
cent in five years. 

The greatest increase was 
reported in the category of 
drug offences. Whereas in 
1972, only 246 persons were 
handled by the department for 
drug offences, 1973’s total rose 
to 435, 30 of these being 


juveniles. Some 82 per cent of 
the drug charges concerned 
the possession of soft drugs, 
either marijuana or hashish. 

The majority of criminal 
offences took place in the core 
area and usually on Satur¬ 
days, the report states. 

"Statistics normally show a 
fairly heavy count of criminal 
offences particularly against 
business premises on the first 
j»rt of a Monday when staff 
return to work and weekend 
crime is reported.” 

“Surprisingly figures for 
1973 show the highest crime 
count occurs on Saturdays 


with a fairly even distribution 
of offences over the other 
week days.” 

Theft from autos reaches a 
new peak ui 1573 when more 
than $75,000 worth of property 
was stolen from parked cars. 
This continues to be a 
lucrative crime of opportunity 
with emphasis on easily 
negotiable items such as 
stereos.” The total in this 
category for 1973 was 426 
incidents compared with 322 
the year before. 

The incidence of burglaries 
was down to 961 from 1,130 the 
previous year and a total of 


$11,875 was stolen, the types 
of buildings entered were 
almost equally divided bet¬ 
ween private residences and 
business properties. 

A reduction in the number of 
robberies from 83 in 1972 to 71 
in 1973 was also reported. 
Weapons were used in a total 
of 14 cases. Some $9,824 was 
obtained by robbery and 
$3,944 was later recovered. 

Murder attempts were 
listed at four, the same as in 
1972, sexual offences went 
from 18 in 1972 to 24 in 1973, 
and the number of assaults 
rose from 423 to 468.

Arms limit talks fail 


LONDON — U S. Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger and 
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Soviet leaders have failed to 
agree on how to proceed on a 
new strategic arms limitation 
pact and the failure has all but 
ruled out the signing of a new 
agreement by President 
Richard Nixon when he visits 
Moscow early this summer. 

Kissinger, who stopped in 
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London for talks with British 
leaders, told reporters before 
leaving Moscow that good 
progress had been made on a 
number of bilateral issues 
which he did not specify. 

There is speculation in 
Moscow, however, that 

Wednesday morning’s talks 

between Kissinger and 

Russian leaders was can¬ 
celled pending the return of 
Russian military officials 
from the Middle East. 

The Russians are studying 
reports from Iraq, where 
insurgents are challenging the 
authority of the Iraqi 


government which is a client 
of the Soviet Union. 

Soviet concern centres on 
the belief that the insurgents 
are being supplied with 
American arms through Iran, 
which complicates the Middle 
East situation and may ex¬ 
plain why virtually no 
progress was made at the 
Moscow talks. 

Kissinger, meanwhile, flew 
to Washington Friday for 
talks with Moshe Dayan, the 
Israeli defence minister. 
Dayan told Kissinger an 
exchange of prisoners was a 
condition of mutual with¬ 
drawal of Israeli and Syrian 
forces on the Golan Heights.

GOP supporters cough up $700,000 


WASHINGTON - President 
Richard Nixon urged 
Republican candidates to 
stress peace abroad and 
prosperity at home in next 
November’s mid-term U.S. 
elections. 

Nixon was speaking at the 
annual Republican fund 
raising dinner that raised 
about $700,000. 

He did not mention 
Watergate, the impeachment 
inquiry or suggestions that he 
resign. 

Nixon predicted an upturn 


in the economy by early fall 
and laid heavy emphasis on 
the achievements of his ad¬ 
ministration in foreign affairs 
over the last five years. 

He said the U.S. will con¬ 
tinue to negotiate with the 
Soviet Union on nuclear arms 
limitations, keep open the 
communication lines to China, 
strengthen alliances with 
Europe, Asia and Latin 
America and work for per¬ 
manent peace in the Middle 
East. 

“I think I can safely say that 


more progress has been made 
in the last five years toward, 
building a permanent peace in 
the world than any nation has 
made,” Nixon said. 

Despite hefty donations 
from such groups as the 
American Medical 
Association, which paid 
$20,000 for a pair of tables, oil 
company executives and 
wealthy individuals, the 
money raised fell short of the 
goal some Republican of¬ 
ficials predicted.

WASHINGTON - President 
Richard Nixon’s press 
secretary, Ronald Ziegler, has 
acknowledged the possibility 
that not all of the 42 tape 
recordings wanted by the 
House judiciary committee 
may exist. 

In response to questioning 
as to whether all of the 
requested recordings were 
intact, Ziegler said: “It would 
depend on where the con¬ 
versations took place” and 


whether the recording 
equipment was in place and 
working when Nixon and his 
aides conversed. 

Ziegler was firm in his reply 
to a question concerning 
possible tampering, flatly 
denying there has been any 
doctoring of the recordings. In 
tapes supplied earlier by the 
White House, there was an 
lS^-minute gap which ex¬ 
perts have said was caused by 
deliberate erasure. 


Another controversy over 
the tapes flared when White 
House lawyers disclosed 
several weeks ago that two of 
nine disputed conversations 
had never been recorded even 
though they had earlier 
promised to supply all nine. 

Meanwhile, Attorney 
General William Saxbe said it 
is up to the judiciary com¬ 
mittee whether or not to allow 
the White House to take an 
active role in the inquiry.

The cost of some basic 
necessities, such as milk, 
have been cut but non- 
essential items like 
cigarettes, ice cream and 
alcoholic beverages are going 
up in cost.

Personal income tax is up 
three per cent to 33 per cent 
while corporate tax rates are 
up two per cent to 52 per cent. 
Numerous tax loopholes will 
be closed, including one 
permitting foreign residents 
to avoid income taxes. 

"In one way or another my 
budget calls for the majority 
of the British people to make 
some sacrifice for the survival 
of their way of life,” said 
Denis Healey, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, in presenting 
it to Parliament. 

Despite increases in per¬ 
sonal and family allowances,

PLUNGE 

LONDON - The stock 
market plunged to a 12-year 
low at mid-week in the face of 
a new British soak-the-rich 
budget. The British pound 
strengthened. 

The market dive was seen 
as a reaction to the higher 
taxes reducing anticipated 
profit levels. Auto industry 
spokesmen forecast car sales 
would fall 40 per cent this 
year. 

Tax relief was promised to 
pensioners and lower paid 
workers but the budget’s 
thrust was aimed at middle 
and high incomes to the tune 
of an extra $3.2 billion. 

The government, mean¬ 
while. has taken another step 
to check inflation in food 
costs. The gross profits of food 
wholesalers have been or¬ 
dered cut by 10 per cent 
starting next week. The order 
follows a similar move last 
week to cut retail food profits 
by 10 per cent.

WASHINGTON - A 
“gentleman’s agreement” 
between the government and 
the plane’s manufacturer may 
have been a contributing 
factor to the March 3 crash of 
a DC-10 jumbo jet near Paris, 
a U.S. federal official claims. 

Specialists investigating the 
crash that killed 346 persons 
aboard are all but convinced it 
was caused by failure of the 
rear cargo door, which was 
found nine miles from the 
main crash scene. 

Testifying at U.S. Senate 
hearings into the crash, Arvin 
Basnight, of the Federal 
Aviation Administration, said 
Jack McGowan, then 
president erf McDonnell 
Douglas’ airliner division, and 
FAA chief John Shaffer 
agreed verbally to changes 
that would have made the 
cargo door foolproof. 


The agreement, Basnight 
added, eliminated the need for 
an FAA directive that would 
have made the cargo door 
change mandatory under law. 

McGowan was quoted as 
saying he received a call from 
Shaffer asking about the 
cargo door problem that had 
triggered a near-crash in 
June, 1972. 

“He indicated that Mr. 
Shaffer had expressed 
pleasure in the finding of 
reasonable corrective ac¬ 
tions,” Basnight testified, 
“and had told Mr. McGowan 
that the corrective measures 
could be undertaken as a 
product of a gentleman’s 
agreement, thereby not 
requiring the issuance of an 
FAA airworthiness direc¬ 
tive.”

“The Prime Minister of 
Canada has said time and 
time again that he doesn't 
intend to allow profiteering 
and gouging of the con¬ 
sumer,’’ Lewis continued. “I 
say to Mr. Trudeau that if he 
can’t see that the gouging is 
taking place now, he can’t see 
anything at all.”

OTTAWA - The Liberals 
survived a Conservative non¬ 
confidence motion, 140 to 96, 
this week when the New 
Democratic Party sided with 
the government. 

The motion said: “That this 
House repudiates the 
government’s $100 million 
urban demonstration 
program as a diversionary 
tactic and clearly ineffective 
to assist in solving the existing 
housing crisis and accordingly 
has no confidence in the 
government.” 

John Harvey (NDP- 
Scarborough West) said 
before the vote that his party 
opposed the motion because it 
was too specific and “we don’t 
consider it serious enough to 
knock down the government 
and force an election.”

SALISBURY - Sixty 
persons are feared dead in a 
flaming, head-on train 
collision near Lourenco 
Marcjues, capital of 
Mozambique. 

Reports from the site said 
the crash involved a freight 
train carrying petroleum 
products and a passenger 
train from Rhodesia. The 
resulting explosion caused 
burning oil to shower on the 
passenger coaches. In ad¬ 
dition to the dead, another 50 
were believed injured. 


Express News Services 

Charges of oil conspiracy 
were made in both Canada 
and-the United States this 
week. 

In the U.S., CBS News said 
Senate investigators have 
alleged a conspiracy by major 
oil producers to restrict 
production in order to boost 
prices. In. Canada, New 
Democratic MP Frank 
Howard accused the Liberal 
government of having ties 
with a company that may be 
involved in development of 
Alberta tar sands. 

CBS News made public a 
1968 secret memorandum 
prepared by Standard Oil of 
California which warned of an 
impending surplus of crude 
between 1969-1973. The 
document proposed ways of 
preventing the surplus by 
holding down crude oil 
production around the world. 

The broadcasters said 
Senate investigators have 
proof that the seven major oil 
firms held the supply down, 
forced prices up and limited 
production of Iranian oil. 

Howard pointed to speeches 
of Supply Minister Jean- 
Pierre Goyer proposing a $20 
billion development of the tar 
sands along plans developed 
by the Hudson Institute, a 
U.S.-based study group which 
has a branch in Montreal. 

The NDP member for 
Skeena said there is a con¬ 
nection between the Liberals, 
Power Corp. of Canada Ltd., 
and the Hudson Institute. He 
charged the Liberals with 
conspiring to sell out Canada’s 
oil resources to pay off 
political supporters.

Undercover agents

It’s been a hectic week for 
the Western Canada Hockey

school” and finally, good 
physical properties such as 
balance and co-ordination. 

Why the emphasis on in¬ 
telligence? 

It’s simple. 

“I have never met, at a 
championship level, a dumb 
gymnast. If you haven’t got an 
alert mind, you can’t make 
the split-second decisions that 
must be made,” he reasons. 

‘‘I find that bad marks in 
school reflect in an athlete’s 
training.” 

Kopac’s philosophy has 
helped establish Victoria as a 
top gymnastic centre in 
Canada. The Victoria Y has 
consistently placed from three 
to five gymnasts on the 
provincial team. 

A few years ago, Lonnie 
Mitchell, Darrell Howe and 
Rick Johnson all represented 
Victoria on the national junior 
team at the same time. The 
threefold representation 
delights Kopac more than the 
fact that Johnson went on to 
win the Canadian junior 
championship. 

Among his present proteges 
is Dave Siddall, the provincial 
junior advanced champion. As 
well, Phil Delasalle, the 
reigning Western Canada 
champion, began training 
under Kopac five years ago. 

The championship results 
are obvious and there will be 
more in evidence when the 
Vancouver Island regional 
championship is staged at the 
YMCA today and Sunday. 
Kopac, however, plays down 
personal glory or gain in order 
to emphasize the overall 
benefits of gymnastics. 

“When people think of 
gymnastics, they associate it 
with something that may be 
offered by Olga Korbut of 
Russia. But the fact of the 
matter is, there’s more to the 
sport than competition,” he 
explains. 

Kopac breaks it into three 
categories. There’s recreation 
gymnastics, acrobatics and, 
finally, competitive gym¬ 
nastics. 

Promising and advanced 
gymnasts from the recreation 
and acrobatic classes are 
drawn into the competitive 
ranks. 

Kopac feels the values of 
gymnastics is always under¬ 
played, especially in North 
America. Yet it is a sport, he 
points out, that constantly 
helps athletes who play other 
sports. 

Kopac and Martha 
Klinovsky, the women’s coach 


at the Y, last year became 
associated with the Racquet 
Club’s summer figure-skating 
school. Skiers also seek out 
qualified gymnasts. 

An Ontario sky-diving club 
recently hired gymnasts to 
help the parachuters with 
their preparations, and 
European soccer teams also 
seek help from the gym 
people. 

The weekend’s regional 
competition at the Y will serve 
as a warmup for the Western 
Canadian championships, 
scheduled May 10-11 at the 


University of Victoria gym. 

It will be the first time the 
Western Canada event has 
been held in Victoria. 

There is also a possibility 
the Canadian national men’s 
team trials will be scheduled 
in Victoria later this year. 

There’s a good chance, too, 
that Peter Kopac will be asked 
to be part of the scene as trials 
organizer. 

Things are happening, and 
Peter Kopac’s philosophies 
may be one of the reasons 
gymnastics is on the upswing 
in Victoria.

All joins drumming 
for gold-mine fight 


First win 

ALBANY, Calif. - Brian 
Johnson, a 17-year-old ap¬ 
prentice jockey from Van¬ 
couver won the first race of 
his career when he guided 
Kelaway to a $69 surprise 
victory at Golden Gate Fields. 

Kelaway, a four-year-old 
filly, is owned by Bryan 
McAfee of Vancouver. 


They have started beating 
the drums for a George 
Foreman-Muhammad Ali 
fight in Africa and Ali was at 
his boasting best as he joined 
the thumpers. 

Foreman opened the gates 
for a "gold mine” battle when 
he easily retained his world 
heavyweight boxing crown 
Tuesday night at Caracas, 
Venezuela, knocking out 
challenger Ken Norton in the 
second round. 

It was a quick and awesome 
triumph by the powerful 225- 
pounder from Houston. Ob¬ 
viously too quick and strong 
for the man who won and lost 
in two fights with Ali, 
Foreman twice sent Norton 
reeling into the ropes for 
mandatory eight counts in the 
second round and then 
crashed the Californian to the 
canvas with a thunderous left 
hand. 

Norton wobbled to his feet at 
the count of eight but his 
trainer leaped into the ring 
and referee Jimmy Rondean 
of Seattle stopped the 
slaughter with two minutes 
gone in the round. 

“I would have stopped it 
anyway,” Rondeau said later. 
“Norton was in no condition to 
continue.” 

Always pressing, Foreman 
scored with damaging body 
punches in the opening round 


and jolted Norton once with a 
long right to the head. 

The first minute of the 
second session was furious. 
Then the 25-year-old Foreman 
stunned Norton with a 
slashing left hook and went to 
work with both hands. When 
Norton was slammed into the 
ropes it was obviously just a 
matter of time.

In his three heavyweight 
title bouts in 14 months, 
Foreman has demolished 
three opponents in the com¬ 
bined time of 11 minutes and 
43 seconds. 

He won the title by crushing 
Joe Frazier in four minutes, 43 
seconds at Kingston, 
Jamaica. Last August in 
Tokyo he belted out Joe 
“King” Roman in two minutes 
flat. Norton lasted five 
minutes. 

Ali, the former champion 
who was at ringside in 
Caracas as a TV commentator 
could hardly have been 
comforted by what he saw 
along with about 9,000 pahing 
customers. 

But he was in his u£bal form 
immediately after the bout, 
predicting he would beat tte 
champion. 

“Norton was beaten by 
fear,” said Ali. ‘‘I will defeat 
Foreman. He was meant for

National Hockey League 
telecasts on the National 
Broadcasting Co. in the 
United States don’t appear to 
have as much viewer appeal 
as one might expect. 

In fact, ratings this season 
have been so low that some 
JMBC executives are talking 
about dropping the NHL 
Game of the Week show in 
1975. 

But the precise degree of 
apathy by American viewers 
to hockey telecasts is subject 
to various interpretations. 

While the executives say 
ratings havejaeen “dreadful,” 
NHL officials and some NBC 
public relations personnel say 
that all is well with hockey 
and may be expected to get 
better. 

No decision will be made 
until after the Stanley Cup 
playoffs in May to reject or 
telecast games next season. 

One NHL official described 
the negative reaction among 
some network people as 
“nothing but a network 
negotiating ploy.” 

In addition, NBC color 
commentator Ted Lindsay 
has been criticized for 
overemphasis on violent 
aspects of the game. 

A possible alternative to 
killing the show would be to 
move it to a different time 
slot, probably on Saturday, to 
remove it from its prime 
competitors — pro basketball 
and the Wide World of Sports 
— both of which outrank 
hockey in the ratings.

“If you set your standards 
high enough, kids will meet 
them,” explained Horwood. 

"Last year they asked me 
how high should I set my goal. 

I said the B.C. championship. 

If we fall short of our goal, 
that’s fine. But we’ve done the 
best we can.” 

Horwood’s thinking was 
triggered about three years 
ago at a basketball clinic at 
Simon Fraser University. It 
was there he heard a talk by 
Lou Tice, who had worked 
with Hank Schram and the 
Kansas City Chiefs of the 
National Football League. 

"What he said about 
positive thinking and goal¬ 
setting made a lot of sense to 
me,” Horwood said. 

Horwood’s philosophy on 
conditioning is simple. 

“There’s no excuse for 
being out of condition. 
Anybody can be in physical 
condition.” 

Another key to his teams’ 
successes is “coolness.!’ 
Horwood describes cool as the 
ability to think rationally 
under tremendous pressure. 
At team meetings, Horwood 
has read to them articles on 
"choking” and explains to 
them what cool and poise is. 

There are some hard-and- 
fast rules his teams must 
observe. Smoking, drinking or 
use of illegal drugs will result 
in suspension from the team 
for the balance of the season. 

In other areas, Horwood lets 
the team make the decisions. 

Dress regulation was a good 
example. 

At the beginning of the 1973- 
74 season, Horwood suggested 
that his team wear shirts and 
ties to all games. After a team 
meeting, co-captains Dave 
Kirzinger and Rob Parris 
informed the coach that the 
team felt that they would 
rather not for home games 
because they felt the c.her 
students might think the 
players were being snobbish. 
Horwood went along with 
their feelings. 

"I can’t really describe it,” 
said Horwood when asked 
about the rapport between 
himself and his players. "I 
think they’re fantastic kids, I

enjoy being around them. 
There are times when you 
have to be very strict. 1 would 
like to thing there’s a mutual 
respect for each other. I don’t 
think you can teach kids 
anything by screaming or 
yelling at them.” 

"What’s ahead? I haven’t 
really thought that far ahead 
yet. I would like to coach 
college basketball in Canada.

Vet shines with new stars 


New stars aren’t always 
young fellows getting started 
on fine careers. Once in a 
while it is a veteran who had 
to wait before he put it 
together. 

Such a man is Lowell 
MacDonald, who’ll be 33 when 
the next National Hockey 
League season starts and was 
31 when he finally gained 
recognition as something 
better than a fringe player. 

MacDonald, a Nova Scotian 
who plays left-wing for Pitt¬ 
sburgh Penguins, has more 
than rewarded his club for the 
chance it took in 1970 and the 
patience it has shown since. 

MacDonald, graduating 
from the junior Hamilton Red 
Wings, started his pro career 
with Detroit Red Wings in 1962 
but his first five seasons 
brought him only 45 NHL 
games. There was indication 
of promise with a 31-goal 
season for Pittsburgh of the 
American Hockey League in 
the 1963-64 season and 33 for 
Tulsa of the Central League in 
the 1965-66 season. But it took 
expansion to give MacDonald 
the kind of a chance he 
needed, and then his career 


was almost ended by knee 
injuries which would have 
stopped someone less 
determined. 

His fine season at Tulsa 
came after he had been traded 
to Toronto in the deal which 
sent Andy Bathgate to Detroit, 
but an injury-plagued season 
followed and the Maple Leafs 
left him unprotected in the 
expansion draft. MacDonald 
was claimed by Los Angeles, 
and gave the Kings 21 goals in 
his first complete NHL 
season. But knee problems 
cropped up again and his 
second season with the Kings, 
limited to 58 games, brought 
only 14 goals. 

The Kings left him un¬ 
protected in the intra-league 
draft, and the Penguins, 
remembering that good AHL 
season in Pittsburgh, took the 
chance he might be able to 
come all the way back. 

It didn’t look like a good 
gamble for two seasons. 
MacDonald played in only 24 
games in the next two seasons 
— 14 with Springfield in the 
AHL in 1969-70 and 10 with the 
Penguins the following season

But Macdonald gave it 
another try last season, and 
while there was pain to 
remind him about his knee 
problem, he managed 31 goals 
and didn’t miss a game. And 
he was awarded the Bill 
Masterton Memorial Trophy, 
given annually to the player 
“who best exemplifies the 
qualities of perseverance, 
sportsmanship and dedication 
to hockey.” 

It wasn’t just a one-season 
shot. MacDonald became the 
top goal-getter on his club 
Wednesday night when he 
scored three times as the 
Penguins continued their late 
surge by playing to a 3-3 tie 
with Minnesota North Stars. 

That contribution gave 
MacDonald 39 goals for the 
season, and made it 100 goals 
for the season for the line put 
together when the Penguins 
traded Greg Polis to St. Louis 
Blues. The deal resulted in 
Jean Pronovost replacing 
Polis to play alongside 
MacDonald and Syl Apps and 
brought the Penguins what 
has been the hottest line in the 
league. 

Pronovost fitted in per¬ 
fectly, and quickly surged to 
38 goals as MacDonald and 
Apps both stepped up 
production. Their play 
sparked the Penguins into a 


late bid for a playoff spot. 
They’re not likely to make it, 
but they’re 10-5-4 since they 
got straightened away, 
they’ve caught St. Louis Blues 
and fifth place in the West 
Division is still a reasonable 
hope.

$5.09 million I Department dragged 

budgetmodest 


The Capital Region 
District’s $5.09 million budget 
for this year is ‘‘modest in 
view of the circumstances,” 
said board chairman Jim 
Campbell. 

After nearly five hours of 
discussion at a special 
meeting this week, a few 
minor amendments were 
made and the budget was 
unanimously approved. 

The budget provides more 
than $1.5 million for the 
Capital Regional district 
Community Health Service, 
which will be officially 

transferred to the district 
from Greater Victoria 

Metropolitan Board of Health 
Monday, said Campbell. 

The provincial government 
will pay 70 per cent, about 
$1.08 million, and the regional 
district will pay an estimated 
$460,997, he said. 

The regional district’s 

portion “will be raised 
through a levy on property 
owners . . . which should 
merely represent a transfer of 
existing taxes to a new 
agency,” the chairman said. 

In taking over health ser¬ 
vices, said Campbell, 

municipalities will be relieved 
of about 120 employees. 

‘‘The increase in costs to the 
regional district will bring 

about a direct reduction in 
costs for this purpose for¬ 
merly paid by the 

municipalities concerned. 

“The overall cost of this 
service to the local taxpaying 
community ought to be 
reduced slightly because of 
the improved sharing formula 
with the provincial govern¬ 
ment,” he said. 

However, as Victoria Aid. 
Alf Hood pointed out, the 1974 
budget is about 34 per cent 
higher than last year’s with 
the exclusion of the health 
service takeover. 

Campbell attributed the 
major portion of the increase 
to additional staff for the 
district. 

The engineering depart¬ 


ment will receive two new 
technicians, he said. 

Money has been wasted in 
previous years by employing 
outside consultants to do work 
which could have been done 
by the district’s engineering 
department, said Campbell. 

The additional staff will 
reduce the need for outside 
advice, he said. 

The construction boom in 
the regional district warrants 
additional staff to the building 
inspection department, he 
said. 

Costs of employing more 
building inspectors will be 
recovered by building permit 
fees, he said. 

Another expensive area is 
$76,000 for the establishment 
of a regional percolation 
testing service for electoral 
areas. 

Property owners will be 


charged $100 for a perc test 
and a septic tank permit will 
not be issued unless a test has 
been conducted by the 
district’s staff. 

Executive director Dennis 
Young told the board some 
tests conducted by private 
contractors in the past have 
been unsatisfactory. 

He described the new 
system as a “self-generating 
revenue situation.” 

The proposal was approved 
by the board on condition that 
the $100 fee will be lowered if 
it’s found that tests can be 
conducted for less than $100. 

“I see the budget as one 
which reflects a benefit to. 
property taxpayers in the 
region by a better 
arrangement of services and a 
more equal distribution of 
costs,” said Campbell. 


The provincial highways 
department "has dragged its 
feet” in enforcing the High¬ 
ways (Scenic Improvement! 
Act, members of the Capital 
Region Board agreed this 
week. 

The board approved a 
recommendation from its 
works and services committee 
to inform Highways Minister 
Graham Lea that the act 
doesn’t ‘‘appear to be en¬ 
forced within this regional 
district.”

“It is not only sharing costs 

for acquiring land for regional 
recreational purposes, but is 
handing over land such as this 
for use and enjoyment of the 
public,” he said.

The ferries 
regularly schedule 10-hour 
workdays in the summer 
season so as to make the 
required number of sailings, 
and the Motor Vehicle Branch 
also schedules compulsory 
overtime during its busy 
season.

Board hoping 
for June start 


on high school 


Construction of the long- 
delayed high school at Burn¬ 
side and Acorn will begin in 
June, “God Willing,” Burn¬ 
side area parents were 
promised this week. 

Greater Victoria school 
board and education depart¬ 
ment officials hedged their 
promise slightly, saying 
unforeseen hangups might 
again delay the start on 
Spectrum community high 
school. 

The officials, along with 
trustees Walter Donald and 
Peter Bunn, met about 150 
parents at Coiquitz junior high 
school to explain the delays 
and consequent overcrowding 
at Coiquitz. 

“I just can’t understand 
how it can take four years to 
shilly-shally around to build a 
school,’’ said one parent. 

School board superin¬ 
tendent A. J. Longmore 
recounted the many hurdles 


the board has faced in getting 
the school started since it was 
first given government ap¬ 
proval in 1971. 

Last of these hurdles, he 
said, should be the 
proclamation in April of 
legislative charges which 
abolish the need for a school 
board to get capital programs 
approved by referendums. 

Then tenders can be called 
and a contract awarded in 
May, said Longmore. 

Meanwhile, overcrowding 
at Coiquitz is expected to 
worsen in September unless 
action is taken, school board 
director of instruction Dr. 
John Wiens told the parents. 

“That just can’t happen,” 
he said. “We’ve a building 
now that is operating beyond 
the capacity that it should.” 

Coiquitz now has 1,000 
pupils, and will have 1,100 by 
fall if nothing is done to curb 
the influx, Wiens said.

Bill 31 indicates the provincial 
government didn’t know that, or didn’t care. The proposed 
royalties, by changing the basic economics of ore bodies which 
might be found in B.C. will greatly reduce the odds of finding new 
mine sites and will discourage the spending of high risk dollars 
in exploration. The end result will be the eventual loss of 
many miners’ jobs and of the jobs in service and supply which 
depend on each miner.

Boards seek hikes 
in school budgets 


School board represen¬ 
tatives met Education 
Minister Eileen Dailly this 
week to ask for more money 
immediately. 

B.C. School Trustees 
Association said school boards 
across the province need an 
additional $15 million to bring 
1974 revenue up to 1973 
standards and will need 
another $40 million to im¬ 
plement the government’s 
promise to decrease the 
student-teacher ratio. 

A three-page brief to the 
minister states that school 
boards face a minimum 12 per 
cent inflation rate, while the 
government’s commitment 
to school boards, in the form 
of grants, has increased only 
8.9 per cent. 

“In other words, the real 
revenue to school boards from 
the government had been 
reduced by more than 3 per 
cent in 1974,” said the brief. 

It requests the government 
to immediately increase per 
pupil grants to allow a $15 
million increase to school 
boards in the 1974 budget 
Once the boards are back to 
their 1973 level, said the brief, 
an additional 1,000 teachers 
will be needed in the province 
just to cope with normal at¬ 
trition. 

Only after the 1,000 new 
.teachers are found can school 
boards begin to think about 
the $40 million job of reducing 
the student-teacher ratio 
across the province by 1.5 
students in one year. 

Joy ride 
claim 
rejected 

Opposition MLAs in the 
legislature criticized High¬ 
ways Minister Graham Lea 
this week for having taken a 
“joy ride” to northern B.C. 
recently. 

Led by Socred MLA Jim 
Chabot (Columbia River), 
the MLAs hinted that Lea’s 
visit to northern B.C. may 
have cost as much as $134,000, 
considering that helicopters 
rent at an hourly rate of up to 
$790 

Lea told the house the cost 
of renting a helicopter for the 
eight-day trip had been $18,000 
and rejected criticism of his 
trip by claiming it was 
necessary for him to confer 
with “the men on the job.” 

People in isolated northern 
communities. Lea said, were 
glad to see a highway minister 
for a change who is interested 
in what’s going on outside the 
legislature. 


(Dailly has said the 
government is committed to, 
reducing the province-wide 
ratio by 4.5 over three years 
and will do it by providing 
special grants to individual 
school districts.) 

The distribution of special 
grants will not be announced 
until May and the BCSTA said 
no “productive” teacher 
recruitment campaign can be 
initiated at such a late date. 

The school boards ask, 
therefore, for an immediate 
commitment of funds to 
reduce the student-teacher 
ratio and they ask that it be 
done by reducing the size of 
the institutional unit 
(classroom size) used to 
calculate school board 
grants. 

“School boards are not in 
favor of special grants to 
individual districts to improve 
the pupil-teacher ratio, in 


view of the variety of 
educational problems and 
solutions surrounding the 
class size issue," said the 
brief. 

The BCSTA believes not 
enough teachers wu? be found 
within B.C. to carry out the 
reduction in class size. 

Besides the 1,000 new 
teachers normally needed 
each year to cover attrition, 
an additional 1,500 or 1,600 
teachers will be needed to 
reduce class sizes by the 
average of 1.5. 

School boards recommend, 
therefore, that the govern¬ 
ment provide funds for the 
recruitment of teachers 
outside the province and 
change departmental regu¬ 
lations to facilitate the im¬ 
portation of teachers into B.C. 


METRIC MEASURES 
MAKE B.C. ENTRY 


Architects, engineers and 
scientists will soon be per¬ 
mitted to use metric weights 
and measures in B.C. 

Legislation enabling the 
government to authorize the 
use of the metric system in 
special cases was introduced 
in the legislature this week. 

Provincial Secretary Ernie 
Hall told reporters outside the 
house this didn’t mean “a 
carte blanche for your local 
neighborhood store to give you 
a litre of milk.” 

The purpose of the bill, Hall 
said, was to enable scientists 
in particular to conduct 
research under the metric

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June 1 start 
for drug aid 


A detoxification centre to 
treat drug users and 
alcoholics will be opened in 
Victoria by June 1, the B.C. 
Alcohol and Drug Commission 
announced this week. 

The commission also 
revealed it will open and 
operate a "clinical treatment 
and training centre” in 
Vancouver to handle up to 50 
addicts at one time. 

The site and staff for the 
Victoria centre has not yet 
been chosen, said Peter Stein, 
chairman of the commission, 
but it will have 14 beds and 
handle., all kinds of 
detoxification from 
alcoholism to hard drug use. 

The commission, which 
estimates it will spend $3.2 
million in the next fiscal year, 
filed a special report with the 
legislature this week which 


outlines its work in the first 
six months of operation. 

The seven-member group 
was constituted to fund and 
co-ordinate drug programs 
and has come under attack 
recently by opposition 
spokesmen for its alleged 
inaction. 

The 54-page report said the 
Vancouver centre, under the 
direction of Allan Connally, 
former treatment supervisor 
with the Narcotics Addiction 
Foundation, should be in 
operation by the fall. 

It will function as a training 
hospital for lay and 
professional people. 

Stein said the goal of the 
centre is to provide the latest 
information on the wide range 
of techniques available for 
dealing with drug addiction.

A voluntary network will be 
set up first with a “com¬ 
prehensive range of services” 
and detoxification facilities 
made available as the first 
priority. 

Only if voluntary programs 
fail, said the report, will 
compulsory methods be 
established. 

The rationale given by the 
commission is the high failure 
rate in other compulsory 
programs. While compulsion 
has virtually eliminated 
heroin use in Japan, they said, 
other drugs continue to be a 
problem and there are major 
cultural differences between 
Japan and Canada.

Delegates to the BCTF’s 
annual meeting approved by a 
narrow margin a motion 
which labels as “conduct 
harmful or prejudicial to the 
interests of the federation” 
any failure by a member to 


"You don’t know when

Claims totalling $8.1 million 
were filed against the 
provincial government’s 
Autoplan within the first 20 
days of operation, Transport 
Minister Bob Strachan an¬ 
nounced this week. 

Strachan released year-end 
statistics which showed the 
cost of property damage 
resulting from car accidents 
in 1973 jumped 28 per cent to 
$66.4 million. The total in 1972 
was $51.7 million. 

A total of 825 people were 
killed last year which is a 15 
per cent increase from 1972’s 
716 fatalities. 

Injuries were up 18 per cent 
from 23,316 to 27,709, said 
Strachan. 

“The sharp increases in 
accident losses are even more 
disturbing when you consider 
that the number of motor 
vehicles registered in the 
province increased only eight 
per cent in 1973. 

“The cost of property 
damage seems particularly 
significant,” he said, “The 
number of accidents and 
vehicles involved in accidents 
went up 15 per cent, but the 
cost of damage rose 28 per 
cent. 

"Inflation, especially the 
skyrocketing costs of car 
repairs, undoubtedly are 
reflected in these figures... It 
must eventually affect the 
cost of automobile in¬ 
surance.” 

After one month of 
operation, Victoria’s Autoplan 
claims centre had dealt with 
2,000 claims and encountered 
no serious problems. 

“The public has been most 
co-operative and patient, and 
the staff has adapted well to 
make the new system work,” 
says Jack Bell, manager of 
the local centre at Douglas 
and Ardersier. 

Mondays and Tuesdays 
have been especially hectic, 
Bell says, but even after a 
rash of weekend accidents “I 
think we’ve managed to keep 
the waiting time within half an 
hour.” 

While most claims centres 
throughout the province are 
operating out of trailers and 


Victoria centre in the old 
Johnson Terminals building is 
probably the best in B.C., Bell 
says. 

He adds that Victoria has 
been more fortunate than 
other areas in receiving 
“fullest co-operation” from 
body shops. 

Transport Minister Robert 
Strachan denied this week 
there is any problem with auto 
body shops charging sur¬ 
charges on car repairs per¬ 
formed under Autoplan. 

In “practically every 
community” where people 
were being surcharged, 
Strachan told the house, auto 
body shops have agreed to 
“submit” to the ICBC 
agreement signed with 
Automotive Retailers Asso¬ 
ciation. That agreement is for 
an hourly rate but some shops 
have been adding surcharge 
on top of the rate. 

The minister was answering 
a question following a report 
from a member of ICBC’s 
legal department that the 
crown corporation may be 
responsible for all auto repair 
costs, not just the negotiated 
rates, and therefore will have 
to pay the surcharges as well. 

Strachan had dodged the 
question of whether ICBC will 
pay policy holders a rebate on 
the amount of surcharge they 
have been forced to pay. 

He said instead that most 
body shops have now agreed 
to follow the hourly rates 
negotiated with the ARA. 

But he “promised” the 
people in communities where 
surcharges have been paid 
that those communities will be 
the first areas to get govern¬ 
ment-owned auto body shops. 

An experimental auto body 
shop has been promised by the 
government as a means of 
measuring auto repair costs. 


figure would likely become 
gargantuan. 

At a press conference this 
week, Hall announced that 
more than 500 people have 
entered the contest, sub¬ 
mitting about 2,000 menus.

Finding a telephone number 
by calling Directory 
Assistance instead of 
checking the phone book will 
cost a quarter if a B.C.

B.C. Tel wants the 25-cent 
charge for any number the 
Directory Assistance operator 
looks up that is already in the 
telephone book. 

There would be no charge 
for new or changed number 
information, nor for in¬ 
formation requested by people 
in coin telephones, hotel-motel 
switchboards and mobile 
telephones. 

Blind people and others 
unable to use directories, 
people calling from hospitals, 
and people calling in 
emergencies would also be 
exempt.

A new kind of long distance 
telephone service has been 
proposed by B.C. Telephone 
Company in its application for 
rate increases to the Canadian 
Transport Commission. 

The service would allow 
customers to pay a flat 
monthly rate to buy long 
distance calls to a neighboring 
telephone exchange. 

For $3, customers could 
make 60 minutes of long 
distance calls each month to 
an exchange within 15 miles, 
or 30 minutes of calls to an 
exchange within 25 miles. 

B.C. Tel is proposing to 
introduce the scheme on a 
trial basis to end Dec. 31, 1976. 

“We have a number of bulk 
long distance service of¬ 
ferings designed for business 
users, but the company has 
never before ventured into the 
field of bulk residence 
calling,” said vice-president 
Gordon MacFarlane.

Nicholas Roeg. Does the 
name mean anything to you? 

No? Didn’t think it would. 
However, it will. 

Roeg is one of the most 
mesmerizing young directors 
on the British movie scene 
even though his credit has 
only appeared to date on three 
movies. 

The first was the stark and 
gripping Performance, in 
which Mick Jagger proved 
that should his vocal chords 
ever give out, he can make it 
as a straight actor. 

His second outing was the 
graphic and simplistic 
Walkabout 

His third offering, on-screen 
locally at the Haida is Don’t 
Look Now. 

A taut and chilling 
pyschological horror story 
starring Donald Sutherland 
and Julie Christie, it is 
definitely not a flick for the 
squeamish. 

Dubbed with a restricted 
tag mostly because of a slow- 
motion beautifully- 
orchestrated nude sex scene 
which has the flow and grace 
of a ballet movement, this is a 
horror movie as horror 
movies should be — unlike a 
certain other one also playing 
in town. 

Like that other film, Don’t 
Look Now also delves into the 
unknown and the occult . . . 
but does it with a seat¬ 
gripping verve which 
although at times it disgusts, 
never dismays. 

Tense to be sure — nerve- 
wringing at times — it 
provides an interesting 
comparison with that other 
film when one juxtaposes the 
importance of the publicists’ 
skills with those of the 
cinematographers in assuring 
a box-office success. 

Tragically, the former often 
outweighs the latter. 

Don’t Look Now is definitely 
worth a long, hard look. And 
now.

Accident-prone 
persons 
given warning 


Accident-prone motorists 
and pedestrians should steer 
dear of Blanshard-HiUside 
intersection because traffic 
accidents are most likely to 
happen there, according to 
Victoria Police Department’s 
1973 annual report. 

That intersection was the 
scene of 47 multiple accidents 
last year — nearly three times 
the total of 16 for 1972 — giving 
it top place on the depart¬ 
ment’s list of the 10 worst 
traffic locations in the city. 

Intersections along the two 
arteries of Bay and Hillside 
accounted for more than 10 
per cent of the 2,215 reportable 
accidents in 1973, an increase 
of 11.2 per cent over 1972’s 
total of 1,990. 

The rate of accidents, the 
report says, rises “stub¬ 
bornly” with traffic density at 
all 10 locations. 

Other intersections and 
totals (with corresponding 
figures for 1972 in brackets) 
are: Government and Bay, 39 


(21)^; Cook and Bay, 35 ( 23); 
Douglas and Finlayson, 34 
(28); Blanshard and Bay, 32 
(23); Douglas and Bay. 28 
(18); Catherine and 
Esquimalt, 23 (12); Cooke and 
Johnson, 22 (9); Douglas and 
Hillside, 21 (11); Quadra and 
Hillside, 20 (18). 

The traffic section also 
reports an increase of 16 per 
cent in the number of im¬ 
paired driving charges issued 
to 334 from 279 in 1972. 

Police statistics show the 
highest incidence of accidents 
take place between 4 and 5 
p.m., usually on Fridays and 
Saturdays, with October, 
November and December the 
most accident-filled months of 
the year. 

Almost 75 per cent of 
pedestrian accidents occurred 
during daylight and 58 per 
cent of them in marked 
crosswalks, the report says, 
totalling 82 injuries, com¬ 
pared to 84 in 1972. 


Advertising leaflet 
from cinema 
flayed by Pollen

An advertising leaflet 
distributed by the newly- 
opened Towne Cinema in 
Nootka Court was criticized 
by Mayor Peter Pollen at a 
Victoria Police Commission 
meeting this week. 

Pollen, commission 
chairman, said he had 
received a few complaints 
from citizens concerning the 
“suggestive” nature of the 
pamphlet and asked Police 
Chief J. F. Gregory what 
could be done in such in¬ 
stances. 

Gregory said that in en¬ 
tering a stay of proceedings 
with regard to a city 
prosecution involving the film 
Oh! Calcutta, the provincial 
attorney-general’s depart¬ 
ment had effectively set 
policy in such cases, and 


further action couldn’t be 
contemplated without 
reference to the department. 

Said Pollen: “It’s tough 
trying to bring up a family in 
this atmosphere, I tell you.” 

The mayor was apparently 
referring to a yellow pamphlet 
advertising the movie, The 
Harrad Experiment, cow 
showing at the Towne. 

The leaflet says the film 
portrays Harrad College, 
“where free, liberated 
relations between coed 
students are encouraged!” 

It says the college students 
are told in their welcoming 
remarks: “Now, during this 
year, you are going to be 
encouraged to have sexual 
intimacy as a necessary and 
good element in the art of 
loving.” 


Bonner tabs taxes 


as biggest 
inflationary factor 


Taxation by all levels of 
government, comprising 40 
percent of the Canadian gross 
national product, is the 
biggest inflationary factor in 
the nation, according to 
Robert Bonner, chairman of 
the board of MacMillan 
Bloedel Ltd. 

Speaking at a meeting of the 
Grocery Products 
Manufacturers of Canada, 
Bonner said inflation ran be 
slowed only by increased 
production. 

“We suffer not so much 
from the high cost of living as 
from the cost of high living. 
What is happening in Western 
society is evidence of an in¬ 


terruption in a rate of over¬ 
consumption . . 

When products or resources 
become scarce, Bonner said, 
the first reaction is to protect 
domestic supplies at the ex¬ 
pense of exports. 

“But this tactic may prove 
expensive in the long run. No 
nation can be self-sufficient in 
all its requirements, so some 
degree of international 
agreement must be sought if 
growth is not to be restricted 
sharply on a worldwide scale. 

“The answer to scarcity is 
production. Production 
requires policies of en¬ 
couragement — not policies of 
excessive taxation and 
restrictive intervention.” 


You've come 


a long way 


TORONTO — You’ve come 
a long way, baby, to twice as 
much lung cancer as you had 
20 years ago. 

Smoking researcher Dr. 
Colin Woolf of Toronto 
General Hospital has studied 
female smokers for the last 
nine years and concludes the 
women's liberation movement 
is partly to blame for the 


increase in women smokers in 
the last two decades. 

Over the same period, the 
incident of lung cancer in 
women has shot up from 3.3 to 
seven per 100,000. Another 
factor in the rise of cancer, he 
suggests, is an increase in 
tobacco advertising aimed at 
women during the last 10 
years. 


Unions fear 


restrictions 


Three building trades 
unions have tentatively with¬ 
drawn from the B.C. and 
Yukon Building Trades 
Council because they fear two 
sections of the new provincial 
labor code. 

The three unions — plum¬ 
bers, boilermakers, and 
glaziers — are afraid that 
under section 57 they could be 
'bound by any contract 
negotiated by the council, 
even over their objections. 

They are also worried about 
section 58 which prevents a 
union from withdrawing from 
a council except under certain 
conditions. 

The withdrawal of the 
unions was a blow to moves 
over the past few years 
towards joint bargaining in 
the construction industry. 

However, after an all-day 
meeting Thursday between 
the unions and the council it 
was felt that the ground work 
had been laid for the unions to 
re-join the council. 

“In the council we have a 
different interpretation of 
those two sections to that of 
the unions,” said John Schibli, 
secretary of the Victoria 
Building Trades Council. 

“We don’t feel there is any 
problem there, or any threat 
to the unions.” 

It was decided to submit the 
questions to the provincial 
labor department for an of¬ 
ficial interpretation. 


OUTLETS 

Demonstrations are being 
planned at major Shell and 
Gulf Oil stations to protest the 
construction of new outlets 
with non-union labor. 

John Schibli, secretary of 
Vancouver Island Building 
and Construction Trades 
Council has written to Van¬ 
couver Island labor councils, 
seeking support from union 
members in an effort to 
con vice oil companies they 
should adopt a “socially more 
responsible attitude.” 

Schibli said, the new self- 
serve Gulf Oil station in 
Victoria was built with non¬ 
union help, and similar 
methods are being used at a 
Gulf station under con¬ 
struction at Nanaimo and a 
Shell station expansion due to 
start shortly in Campbell 
River. 

Schibli said that in each 
case the general contractor is 
Pier Mac Petroleum In¬ 
stallations Ltd., of Kelowna, a 


“Once we get that we feel 
things will be on the mend,” 
said Schibli. 

The rift developed in the 
midst of construction industry 
bargaining with contracts 
expiring at the end of April. 

Several international 
construction unions are 
bargaining jointly, but some, 
including the plumbers and. 
glaziers, have continued to 
negotiate on their own. 

Plumbers spokesman Les 
Andrew said Thursday that 
the union fears that if one or 
more unions applied to the 
labor department, the 
plumbers could be forced into 
joint certification. 

He said it was possible for a 
minority of the building trades 
unions to make an application 
and force his union to accept a 
settlement it did not want. 

“The only way we can 
prevent this is to be outside 
the trades council at least 
until the matter is settled,” 
said Andrews. 

“When we . get it 
straightened out we will get 
back in.” 

Bill Baldock, international 
representative of the painters 
union, with which the glaziers 
are affiliated, said it is not the 
intention of the dissenting 
unions to try to destroy the 
building trades council. 

But, he said, he can see a 
danger in the labor code, 
which must be cleared up. 


PROTEST 

non-union firm paying sub¬ 
standard wages and engaging 
subcontractors of the same 
ilk. 

“The building trades 
council,” he said, “Has made 
every reasonable effort to 
organize workers and the 
firms involved, but ran into a 
stone wall. 

“Attempts were made to 
convince Gulf and Shell to 
adopt a socially more 
responsible attitude, but 
people at the top replied 
consistently that the low bid 
was the sole governing factor. 

“The fact that the low bid 
was achieved by the im¬ 
position of unfair wages and 
conditions for the workers 
seemed of no consequence to 
these ripoff giants and their 
spokesmen.” 

Schibli said demonstrations 
are planned at major Shell 
and Gulf outlets in the near 
future, and he also suggested 
that union members protest in 
writing to the companies.
